Branch  is  to  be  the  contractor  as  far  as 
Hanover,  and  must  deliver  the  mail  in- 
to the  terminal  office  and  at  all  inter- 
mediate offict-s  located  within  eighty 
rods  of  the  railroad.  The  Rockland 
office  being  just  a  little  over  eighty 
rod*,  or  oneKjuarter  of  a  mile,  it 
devolves  npon  the  Department  to 
furnish  the  service,  the  Messenger 
Route  No.63,194  is  constituted  for 
that  purpose.  It  provides  for  carry- 
ing the  mail  between  the  post  office  at 
Rockland  and  the  Hanover  Branch 
railroad,  and  sealed  proposals  will  be 
received  for  the  next  ten  days  by  the 
postmaster  at  Rockland  for  the  per- 
formance of  tihs  service. — Standard.
